1 . This is responsive to the amendment filed on 9/2/04. 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4 and 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Bricaud et al. (USPN 5,980,323) in view of Kwiat et al. (USPN 5,746,626). 

Bricaud discloses a contact assembly comprising : a dielectric mounting block 
(1 1 ) having inner and outer faces ;and a conductive contact (16) unitarily formed of 
elastically deformable metal with a center web (38) set in the block and formed with a 
cutout (80); an inner leg (34); an outer leg (30) having a tip (32) and elastically 
deflectable from an outer position spaced well outward of the outer face and spaced 
from the web to an inner position with the tip extending at least partially inward through 
the cutout and past the web (col. 5, lines 13-17). Bricaud does not explicitly discloses 
that the inner leg elastically deflectable toward the center web. Kwiat, however, teaches 
such an inner leg (32). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled artisan at 
the time the invention was made to include the teaching of Kwiat in the Bricaud 
connector assembly so that the leg can be configured to bent in a second direction or in 
any other direction as needed; wherein the contact is formed with inner and outer U- 
shaped bights connecting the respective legs to the web; wherein the block is formed on 
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the outer face with an abutment (74) the outer leg having a tip (24) bearing outward on 
the abutment (74). 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-4 and 6-10 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
